Augusta, Ga., June G—(Bulletin)— 


Report has reached here from Paco- 
lot, Spartanburg county, South Caro- 
lina, that Mill No. 1 of the Paeoiet 
company has been completely "washed 
away by a cloud burst. As' a result 
the Pacolet river has overflowed its 
banks and Mill No. 2 of the company 
is in great danger. Many millers oi 
the low lands ar flooded and much 
damage will result. 


Later reports today say that Mill 


No. 2 at Pacolet has been swept away, 
that another further down the river 
has been destroyed and that a fourth 
is in danger. A church, hotel'and liv- 
ery stable at Pacolet were also de- 
stroyed.

Kansa&lCity.-Mo., June B—The Mis-

AT ST. LOUIS. 


St. Louis, Mo., June 6—The flood, 


although probably three feet below 
the stage which its crest will bring, 
has brought disaster and suffering in 
St. Louis and in the cities and towns 
and farming districts directly across 
the river. Thousands are homeless. 


The weather bureau predicts possi- 


bly 38 feet by next Tuesday. Thirty- 
seven feet makes certain an appalling 
inundation of East St. Louis, Madison, 
Granite City and Venice, 111. It will 
bring heavy property losses to St. 
l.ouis, along the down town wharf 
district, and in the north and south 
ends. 


At 10 a. m. the local river guage 


showed 35 feet, a pise of 1.2 feet in 24 
hours. East St. Louis cannot escape 
a flood which will be worse than that 
of 1892. Fully a thousand persons are 
homeless on the island between the 
pumping station at the north and San- 
dy Hook on the south. At 9 a. m. the 
river was pouring over the levee north 
of the Eads bridge and through the 
cut in the Wabash embankment. The 
railroad yards north of Eads bridge 
are completely submerged and traffic 
is entirely suspended save on the Van- 
aalia tracks.

Struble by a man named McAlpine, of 
Whitmore, Iowa, in which he charged 
they were using the mails to promote 
rraudulent land sales.

rested. Struble, then in the northern 
part of the state, returned home and 
advised the authorities that he was 
awaiting their pleasure. 
He was ar- 
! tested and the hearing tot this charge 
wats fixed in Columbus before Com- 
missioner Johnson. After several con- 
tinuances the charge came on TO Ue 
heard before CommiEsioner Adier, in 
Cincinnati, who took Johnson's place. 
The defendant was present, but the 
government was 
without 
testimony 


and was obliged to dismiss the com- 
plaint. 


Another affidavit was filed against 


Miller & Struble to the same gcneial 
effect as "die comp'lainVof W."W. Woo<3- 
fill of Columbus, and trial was had on 
the charge which he preferred. Com- 
missioner Adler, having heard the tes- 
timony held that no case was made 
by the government and that Miller & 
Struble should be discharged, but on 
the assurance of the District Attorney 
that the government had other tetsi- 
mony, which it was not then able to 
rroduce, they were held to await the 
action of the grand jury, and released 
en their own recognizance. The re- 
cent federal grand jury, it seems, re- 
turned several indictments against Mil- 
ler & Struble, none of which are on 
the charges made'at the preliminary 
hearing.

Would Condemn Right of Way. 
Baltimore, Md., Ji:ne 6—Isidor Ray- 


ner, counsel for the Western Union 
Telegraph company, has filed on the 
law side of the United States circuit 
court a petition for condemnation of 
a right of way for its poles and wires 
along 
the line of the Pennsylvania 


railroad between 
Philadelphia 
and 


Washington. 


The petition claims the right to con- 


demn under an act of Congress passed 
July 24, 18C6, which provides for the 
right of telegraph companies to con- 
struct their systems along the post 
roads of the United States, it being 
contended that the Pensylvania is such 
a road. 


The petition saks the court to ap- 


point commissioners or to impanel a 
jury or issue a writ to make inquiry 
and assessment of the compensation to 
be paid by the telegraph company to 
the railroad company for the use of 
its right of way. 


The main 
question involved 
is 


whether the Western Union Telegraph 
company has the right to condemn 
along the lines of the railroad com 
pany under the act of 1866. The rail 
road company denies the right of con 
demnaiton and tne telegraph company 
claims it.

throughout the country were caught by 
the game. 


Bankers, lawyers, wise business men 


who had amassed 
considerable

tunes; ministers,' schoolteachers and 
the humble laboring man were caught 
alike. Fraudulent and worthless deeds 
certificates and abstracts were sent to 
purchasers, and so carefully and ac- 
curately were these alleged illegal pap- 
ers and documents prepared that the 
sharpest of realty buyers were ensnar- 
ed. The banker and wealthy business 
man lost h'ij small investment, while 
ihe Lard working farmer, looking tor 
a new field of labor, lost all that he 
1-ad saved.
